NEW YORK I The Nasdaq composite index 
burst past 2,000 on Monday, and the Dow 
Jones industrials surged more than 120 
points as investors shook off concerns about 
the impact of mad cow disease and looked 
optimistically toward 2004. 

The market also got a lift from early 
indications that the holiday shopping sea- 
son had gone well, including a report from 
MasterCard that consumer spending was 
up 6.5 percent. 

The Nasdaq closed up 33.34, or 1.7 per- 
cent, at 2,006.48, its highest point in nearly 


two years, following a 1.1 percent advance 
last week. 

The tech- dominated Nasdaq’s recovery 
has been perhaps the most important indi- 
cator of the stock market’s growing strength. 
Decimated in the three-year bear market, the 
Nasdaq has regained 80.1 percent since it hit 
a six-year low of 1,114.11 on Oct. 9, 2002. 

While it still has more than 3,000 points 
to regain before it can reach its all-time clos- 
ing high of 5,048.62, no one really thinks 
the Nasdaq will return to that level anytime

U.S. Calls 
For Armed 
Air Agents 

Measure demands officers 
on some international flights 

WASHINGTON I The United States will 
ensure that other governments enforce a 
new American requirement placing armed 
law enforcement officers on some flights 
to prevent hijackings. Homeland Security 
Secretary Tom Ridge said Monday as the 
nation headed into the New Year’s holiday 
with terror threats high. 

Ridge also assured Americans who maybe 
concerned about holiday air travel that avia- 
tion in the United States 
since the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks “has risen to new 
heights of security.” He 
encouraged Americans 
to continue with their 
holiday plans, even amid 
the orange alert level, or 
high alert status, put in 
place more than a week ago. 

The new directive that Ridge outlined 
Monday requires selected international 
flights that cross into U.S. airspace to carry 
an armed law enforcement officer aboard. The 
Homeland Security Department will require 
such officers on flights where intelligence infor- 
mation leads to a specific concern about that 
airplane. For months, U.S. security officials 
have feared that al Qaeda operatives will again 
hijack planes to use them as missiles. 

Aviation security experts said the announce- 
ment marks a significant change in that, up 
until now, international security guidelines 
have been voluntary, johnj. lumpkin(ap)

Officials searching for 
81 cows from same 
herd as sick Holstein 

WASHINGTON | Authorities said 
Monday they are looking for links 
between the Holstein infected with 
mad cow disease and a Canadian 
cow that was diagnosed with the 
deadly illness in May. 

Repeatingtheir insistence thatthe 
U.S. food supply is safe, agriculture 
officials also said they are search- 
ing for 81 Canadian-bom cows from 
the same herd as the sick Holstein 
that records indicate entered 
the United States in late 2001. 

Dr. Ron DeHaven, the Agriculture 
Department’s chief veterinarian, 
said records from the Washington 


dairy farm that was the infected 
cow’s last home, and in Canada, 
confirm that the animal was born 
in Alberta, Canada, in April 1997- 
Alberta also was the home of the 
infected Canadian cow. 

More significantly, both cows 
were born before the United States 
and Canada began banning from use 
in cattle feed brain and spinal cord 
tissue that is the primary means by 
which the ailment is transmitted. 
The ban, which took effect in August 
1997, prohibits feeding the cattle pro- 
tein to cattle, sheep and goats. 

DeHaven said that DNA studies 
now under way would provide more 
evidence on the origin of the cow that 
was infected. They also are examin- 
ing records of the herd that included 
the infected cow. mark sherman (ap)

Bureau warns police 
to watch for tourists 
with reference books 

WASHINGTON | The FBI is warning 
police nationwide to be alert for peo- 
ple carrying almanacs, cautioning 
that the popular reference books 
covering everything from abbrevi- 
ations to weather trends could be 
used for terrorist planning. 

In a bulletin sent Christmas 
Eve to about 18,000 police orga- 
nizations, the FBI said terrorists 


may use almanacs “to assist with 
target selection and pre-opera- 
tional planning.” 

It urged officers to watch dur- 
ing searches, traffic stops and other 
investigations for anyone carrying 
almanacs, especially if the books are 
annotated in suspicious ways. 

“The practice of researching 
potential targets is consistent with 
known methods of al Qaeda and 
other terrorist organizations that 
seek to maximize the likelihood of 
operational success through careful 
planning,” the FBI wrote. 


The Associated Press obtained 
a copy of the bulletin this week and 
verified its authenticity. 

The FBI noted that use of alma- 
nacs or maps maybe innocent, “the 
product of legitimate recreational 
or commercial activities.” 

The bureau said information typ - 
ically found in almanacs that could 
be useful for terrorists includes pro- 
files of cities and states and infor- 
mation about bridges, tunnels and 
landmarks. It said this information 
is often accompanied by photo- 
graphs and maps, ted bridis (ap)

Court Dumps Abortion Law 


N.H. measure required 
girls to notify parent or 
obtain judges approval 

CONCORD, N.H. | A federal judge 
Monday declared unconstitu- 
tional a state law that would have 
required parental notice before a 
minor could get an abortion. 

U.S. District Judge Joseph 
DiClerico said the measure does not 
adequately address cases in which a 
girl might need an immediate abor- 
tion to protect her health. 

“We won,” said Martin 


Honigberg, a lawyer for Planned 
Parenthood of Northern New 
England, which along with other 
opponents had sued to block the law. 

Republican Gov. Craig Benson 
and other supporters of the mea- 
sure said they would either appeal 
or rewrite it. “I believe it is the 
responsibility of parents, not the 
government, to raise their chil- 
dren,” Benson said. 

The ruling came two days before 
the law was to take effect. 

The law would have required 
abortion providers to notify at 
least one parent at least 48 hours 


before performing an abortion on 
a minor. Approval from the parent 
would not be necessary. 

A girl could instead ask a judge 
for permission, which the judge 
would have to grant if the girl was 
mature enough or the abortion was 
deemed to be in her best interest. 

Similar laws have been struck 
down in other states. 

Over the summer, the Florida 
Supreme Court struck down 
a version there, saying the law 
violated privacy rights guaran- 
teed by the state constitution.

Woman Held 

Officials say suspect 
took the victim’s 
fetus after killing her 

HOLDENVILLE, OKLA. | A woman 
who had convinced her husband 
she was pregnant — and was even 
thrown a baby shower — killed a 
pregnant acquaintance and cut the 
fetus from her womb, authorities 
said Monday. 

Prosecutor Linda Evans said she 
planned to file two murder charg- 
es against Effie Goodson, 37, in 
the slaying of Carolyn Simpson, 


21, who was six months pregnant, 
and the fetus. 

A hunter found Simpson’s 
body in a field near Lamar, about 
100 miles from 
Oklahoma City, on 
Friday. She had been 
shot in the head, 
authorities said. 

Simpson was 
last seen on Dec. Goodson 

22, leaving a tribal 

casino in Okemah where she worked 
and Goodson was a patron. Sheriff 
Houston Yeager said. Investigators 
believe the two left together. 


The next day, Goodson brought 
a dead fetus that had reached six 
months gestation to a Holdenville 
hospital. Goodson claimed to 
be the mother, but investigators 
determined she could not have 
given birth, and she was taken 
into custody, authorities said. 

Investigators have not yet settled 
on a motive in the slaying. “We’ve 
got a few more questions we haven’t 
got answered yet,” Yeager said. 

Goodson and Simpson had 
known each other for about a 
month after being introduced by

More than 25,000 
bodies retrieved after 
massive temblor hits 

BAM, IRAN I As search crews 
despaired of finding more survivors 
from Iran’s devastating earthquake, 
rescuers pulled a girl out alive from 
the rubble of her caved-in house and 
three men believed dead stirred in 
their white burial shrouds. 

More than 25,000 bodies have 
been retrieved since Friday’s 6.6- 
magnitude quake shook the ancient 
city of Bam in southeast Iran, 
according to a provincial govern- 
ment spokesman. At least 10,000 
people were believed injured. 

Two aftershocks early Monday 
terrified survivors and toppled some 


of the few walls still standing in 
this city. Later, Iranian President 
Mohammad Khatami and supreme 
leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei 
made their first visits since the 
temblor, pledging to rebuild. 

There were fears the number of 
dead could rise as high as 40,000 
as Bam on Monday passed the 
critical mark of 72 hours after the 
quake, the longest period people are 
expected to survive in rubble. 

Occasionally, people last longer 
if they are trapped in an air pocket, 
but Barn’s mud-brick houses, con- 
structed without supporting metal 
or wooden beams, sharply limited

Japan Reluctant 
To Lift Embargo 
On American Beef 


TOKYO I Japan said Monday that 
it is too soon to discuss lifting its 
ban on American beef, saying that 
officials should first establish the 
facts surrounding the discovery of 
a case of mad cow disease in the 
United States.

More than two dozen coun- 
tries have banned American beef 
imports. Japan is the largest over- 
seas market for U.S. beef, importing 
more than $1 billion worth. 

Japan suffered an outbreak of 
mad cow disease two years ago, 
prompting authorities to adopt a 
system under which all cattle bound 
for slaughter in the country are test-

Ally agrees to assist 
despite its struggling

B E I J I N G I Japan agreed on Monday 
to cut billions of dollars of Iraqi debt 
and China said it would consider the 
idea, boosting the U.S. campaign to 
ease Iraq’s financial burden. 

Both governments announced 
their decisions after U.S. envoy 
James A. Baker III met with their 
leaders in Tokyo and Beijing as part 
of a global U.S. lobbying effort. 

Japan, which says it is owed at 
least $4.1 billion, offered to forgive 
“the vast majority” of Iraqi debt if 
other members of the Paris Club 
of major creditor nations do so as 
well. The move comes amid severe 
financial problems for Japan, where 
the national debt burden is among 
the world’s highest. 

Baker has already won agree- 
ments from Russia, Germany and 
France — opponents of the war in 
Iraq — to help reduce Iraq’s debt. 

In Beijing, Premier Wen Jiabao 
said China “will consider reducing 
the debts owed to by Iraq out of 
humanitarian concern,” the official

Russian Jury Acquits 
Man of Spying for China 


MOSCOW I A jury acquitted a 
Russian physicist of espionage 
charges Monday, a rare defeat for 
the Federal Security Service, the 
main successor to the KGB. 

Valentin Danilov, a professor, 
was accused by the Federal Security 
Service, or FSB, of selling classified 
information on space technology to 
China. He was arrested in February 
2001 and spent 19 months behind 
bars before a judge released him 
last September pending trial. 


Danilov has insisted that the 
information he provided is no lon- 
ger classified. 

His case is among a series of 
high-profile spy cases against 
Russian researchers that have raised 
fears of a resurgence of Soviet- era 
KGB tactics. Human rights advo- 
cates say the FSB’s agents have 
been emboldened by the rise of 
ex-KGB agent and FSB director 
Vladimir Putin to the presidency in

Pope’s Ambassador to 
Burundi Assassinated 


President of war-torn 
country says killing 
was ‘not an accident’ 

BUJUMBURA, BURUNDI | Gunmen 
shot and killed the pope’s ambas- 
sador in Burundi Monday as he 
was returning from a funeral in 
the southern part of the country. 
President Domitien Ndayizeye said. 

Archbishop Michael Courtney, 
58, died during surgery, a hospi- 
tal official said. He was shot in the 
head, shoulder and a limb. 

“It was not an accident. He was 
killed,” Ndayizeye told reporters. 
The governor of Bururi province 
told reporters that Courtney’s car 


was flying the Vatican flag when 
he was shot. 

The shooting occurred in an 
area near Bujumbura that is a 
stronghold of the rebel group 
National Liberation Forces. The 
spokesman for the group denied 
charges that it had 
killed Courtney. 

Major violence 
has torn Burundi for 
a decade. Conflict 
broke out in 1993, 
Courtney when rebels from 
the Hutu major- 
ity took up arms after Tutsi para- 
troopers assassinated the country’s 
first democratically elected leader,

Mars Probe May Have Landed 
In Crater, Hence Its Silence 

Scientists trying to find Europe’s 
Beagle 2 Mars probe ruled out 
weather problems and a faulty 
onboard clock for its five-day 
silence, but considered a new pos- 
sibility Monday: that the Beagle may 
be unable to communicate because 
it landed inside a crater. The 143- 
pound probe was supposed to unfold 
its solar panels and transmit a signal 
confirming its arrival within hours 
of landing on Christmas Day. (ap)

2 Americans Suspected of 
Ties to Terrorism Arrested 

Philippine authorities said Monday 
that they have arrested two Amer- 
ican brothers for suspected links to 
terrorism as the country remained 
on alert over the reported presence 
of foreign Muslim militants in the 
south. Michael Ray Stubbs and his 
brother James, a convert to Islam, 
have been held at an undisclosed 
location since they were arrested 
earlier this month near Manila, an 
immigration official said on condi- 
tion of anonymity. The authorities 
did not disclose the charges the men 
could face or provide details about 
their alleged links to terrorism, (ap) 

GUATEMALA 

Ex-Mayor of Capital Wins 
Presidency by Large Margin 

Oscar Berger, the conservative 
ex-mayor of Guatemala City, eas- 
ily defeated his leftist opponent in 
presidential elections, Monday’s 
results showed. The victory seems 
likely to swing the country back to 
the conservative, U.S.-friendly rule 
of the early and mid-1990s. Berger 
defeated center-leftist Alvaro Colom 
in the run-off elections, which were 
peaceful and orderly. Only 47 per- 
cent of Guatemala’s 5 million-plus 
registered voters went to the polls, 
however, (ap) 


Moammar Gadhafi announced he 
was abandoning weapons of mass 
destruction. In talks on Monday, 
Gadhafi assured ElBaradei that

Maryland Pilot Begins 
Pole-to-Pole Endeavor 


COLLEGE PARK, MD. | Gaithersburg 
pilot Gus McLeod wiped frost off 
the wings of his small airplane 
and departed Monday with hopes 
of becoming the first person to fly 
over the North and South Poles in 
a single -engine plane. 

The 49 -year- old amateur avia- 
tor said he was “scared to death” 
but “psyched up” for the voyage, 
which he estimates will be rough- 
ly 28,000 miles. 

“I can’t wait until this is over,” 
he said before taking off from the 
College Park Airport. 

McLeod made history three 
years ago when he became the first 
pilot ever to fly to the North Pole in 
an open cockpit plane. 

He planned this pole-to-pole 
trip to coincide with the 100th 
anniversary of powered flight. His 
plane is equipped with a moder-

ROME I A judge heard arguments 
Monday on whether the founder 
of flailing Parmalat should stay in 
jail as investigators hunt for evi- 
dence he rigged the food giant’s 
stock price and led it into fraudu- 
lent bankruptcy. 

Parmalat’s founder and former 
CEO Calisto Tanzi was detained 
over the weekend in Milan, after 
the near- collapse of the company 
he founded in 1961 — a conglom- 
erate that once seemed a model of 
Italian industry. 

After revelations of a multibillion 
dollar hole in the company’s balance 
sheet, Parmalat entered bankruptcy 
protection last week and Tanzi was 


reported to have left the country. He 
returned on Saturday, and police 
promptly detained him. 

Prosecutors argued that Tanzi 
had to be aware of 
the fraud given the 
size of the company’s 
debt and because he 
and his family were 
beneficiaries of the 
accounting ruses, 
the MF-Dow Jones 
newswire reported. 

Parmalat’s shares were suspend- 
ed indefinitely by the Italian Stock 
Exchange late Sunday.

Mad Cow Case Hurts 
Va. Cattle Farmers, Prices 

Despite a minuscule threat to 
humans from the nation’s first case 
of mad cow disease, Virginia cattle- 
men say fear has already begun driv- 
ing down cattle prices in the state.

Film cameras are 
on their way out as 
digitals win converts 

PHOTOGRAPHY I It’stoo early to bid 
farewell to film cameras — but not 
by much. Among consumers, at 
least, digital technology is wiping 
out traditional film photography 
with stunning swiftness. 

Garter Inc., a Stamford, Conn., 
technology research and consulting 
group, estimates 12.9 million digital 
cameras will have been sold during 
2003, roughly double the number 
sold two years ago. 

The numbers will just keep going 
up. Gartner projects digital camera 
sales of 17 million in 2004 and more 
than 20 million in 2005. 

As a result, digital camera sales 
are eclipsing those of film camer- 
as. Photo Marketing Association 
International says more digital 
cameras will be sold this year 
than film cameras. InfoTrends 
Research Group thinks that won’t 
happen until next year. 

Why the sudden switch from 
film to digital? All the usual driving 
factors in digital technology apply. 
Prices continue to topple, even as 
the digital cameras get better. 

Multi-megapixel cameras have 
taken over the marketplace, shov- 
ing aside their grainy one -mega- 
pixel forerunners. Two- and three- 
megapixel cameras, which provide 


acceptable quality prints, are com- 
mon at $150 to $300. High-qual- 
ity five -megapixel cameras have 
dropped to the $500 to $1,000 
range, bringing them well within 
reach of avid photo hobbyists. 

More recently, digital versions 
of SLR film cameras have begun 
to emerge. With interchangeable 
lenses and adjustable exposure time 
and F-stop (aperture) settings, these 
cameras are approaching profes- 
sional-class quality. 

Because digital cameras allow 
photographers to shoot liberally, 
many amateurs are learning what 
pros have known all along: To take 
a good photo, take a lot of photos.

In the longterm, however, it’s 
seems clear that film is destined 
to be a niche of the photography 


business. While it will probably be 
made for decades and decades, 
it may not be available as widely 
as it is now.

Even as a niche, however, 
film photography may be quite 
viable decades from now. A lot of 
photographic technologies have 
stuck around long after they were 
forgotten by the mass market. 

Black-and-white film still has a 
lot of users, for example. Koda- 
chrome slide film is still available. 
Sensitized glass plates, which lost 
out to film in the ’20s and ’30s, 
were still made by Kodak until a 
few years ago. peter svensson (ap)

It’s a simple system that worked 
well and added value to a wireless 
network that otherwise was used 
only for Web surfing on a laptop. 

The software resides on the com- 
puter and currently supports only 
MP3 and Windows Media Audio for 
songs and pictures in JPEG, GIF, 
TIFF and BMP formats.

BOO KS I Take the words “Elvis” and 
“fashion” and put them together, 
and what springs to mind? White 
jumpsuits, loud polyester prints 
or the divinely tacky decor of 
Graceland, the King’s home. 

Blame the 1970s, says Julie 
Mundy, who wrote “Elvis Fashion” 
(Universe) with the cooperation of 
Graceland. 

“Elvis died in the most unfash- 
ionable decade. So he hasn’t had 
the chance to redeem himself,” 
said Mundy. 

“Elvis Fashion” documents the 
risk-taking style that was part of 
Presley’s power as a rock ’n’ roll icon, 
using rare and new photographs of 
his wardrobe, which has remained 
hanging in Graceland’s closets since 
his death in August 1977. 

At the start of his career, Presley 
crafted his “hillbilly cat” look — 
sharp suits in bright colors, with 
his hair combed into a huge pom- 
padour. 

“Cat clothes are absolutely a must 
as far as I’m concerned. My favor- 
ite hobby is collecting these real 
cool outfits, and I’d almost rather 
wear them than eat!” Presley said 
at the time. 


“He dressed very flashily. If he 
wore a shirt, he tied it or he left it 
open to the waist,” Mundy said. 

As a teenager working at a movie 
theater in Memphis, Presley was 
also fascinated by the musicians 
in Beale Street’s blues clubs, who 
shopped at the Lansky Brothers 
clothing store. Presley became 
a lifetime Lansky Brothers cus- 
tomer. 

Designer Bill Belew, who created 
the head-to-toe black leather look 
for the 1968 “comeback” TV special, 
became a collaborator whom Presley 
trusted to execute his more outra- 
geous style ideas in the 1970s. 

“Bill said they’d made the point 
about Elvis’s masculinity and didn’t 
have to worry about that,” Mundy 
says of Presley’s penchant for 
androgynous clothing like jewel- 
ry, furs and capes. 

The book also includes a num- 
ber of Belew’s sketches of stage cos- 
tumes — including the iconic white 
jumpsuit that came to embody the 
flashy, trashy excess of Presley’s last 



years. 

“It was a strong look for the 
time, and all the men in nightclub 
acts were wearing these jump- 
suits,” designer Bob Mackie told 
Mundy. “But Bill took the look, 
put it on Elvis, and it became him 
— it doesn’t belong to anyone now

Old School Soul 


Young artists bypass radio and find success 


M U S I C I Slowly, quietly, a new 
soul movement is taking 
shape. 

It is being led by a 
fresh generation of soul 
artists, such as Anthony 
Hamilton and Calvin 
Richardson, who find 
themselves swimming 
against a powerful 
hip-hop tide. 
Throwbacks 
' to soul icons like 
Bobby Womack, 
Otis Redding, Donny 
Hathaway and Curtis 
Mayfield, thenewcom- 
ers are struggling for 
exposure in a radio 
landscape marked 
)y consolidation, tight 
playlists and a preoc- 
cupation with hip-hop 
at mainstream urban 
stations. 


Rather than banking on airplay 
to break them, these new soul artists 
and their labels are creating their 
own success stories to take to radio. 
And they say they are committing 
between a year and 18 months to 
write those stories. 

Among the marketing weap- 
ons being used are more live per- 
formances with sponsor tie-ins, 
aggressive press campaigns, more 
creative electronic press kits and 
alternative routes of exposure like 
NPR and a new BET program, 
“Grown Folks Music.” 

One case in point is road warrior 
Calvin Richardson, who has been 
averaging two to three shows per 
week since opening for rapper Nelly 
on a tour that began July 8. 

Starting in April, Hollywood 
Records, Richardson’s label, tar- 
geted key markets in the Southeast 
while simultaneously mounting a 
lifestyle campaign, putting infor- 


mation in such local gathering 
places as beauty parlors and bar- 
bershops. 

Richardson has since done inter- 
views with NPR and CNN. He is 
a featured artist for December in 
Movie Tunes’ new videoclip pro- 
gram, which is shown in cinemas 
prior to the main attraction. 

“Radio will eventually find out 
that hip-hop heads don’t always 
want to listen to hip-hop and vice 
versa,” says Steve Crumbley, pro- 
gram director of urban AC WDLT 
Mobile, Ala. He says WDLT and 
sister hip-hop station WBLX share 
60 percent of their audience. 

Crumbley contends that break- 
ing new acts is an age-old problem 
in the format. For every En Vogue 
broken by black radio there is an 
Erykah Badu, the neo-soul pioneer 
who took a while to catch hold. 

“We can’t hear every record 
and can’t afford to,” Crumbley 
says. “We’re expected to win.” gail
